If {o bee that wee ſhall harden 
err hearts both againſt hrs word: 
and indg:wments,and put farre fro 
ws the exull day: vagonviedly wee 
ft needes tocke for inAgements 
farre more terrible then ener we 
felt 4 yet ; if not eterna'l deſtru- 
tion. Let vs be adailed by the el4 
worle, who mate bght of Noabs 
warning, were drowned i the 


flood: 
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The Epiſtle. 
flood:by Lots ſannes in lawe , who 
rooke. their: fathers counſel! for 
mockage and were burnt with fire 
and brimſtone fromheanen:by the 
fooliſh wirgins , who were ſleeping 
when they ſhonla hane beene frr= 
niſhing their lamps, and were ſout. 
from the marriage of the lambe. 

And to arett thee ſommhat #1 
the pratiſe of repentance , Thaue 
peamnea this ſmall treatiſe : w/e rt 
for thy benefit, ard ſee then bee a 
doer ofit: wnleſſe thow-wilt bee 4 
wilfzll murderer and ſhedde the 
blood of thine owne ſoute. 

And whereas there hane bi 
publiſhed heretofore in Enghſh 2. 
ſermons of Kepentarce » oe by 
AM. Bradford Martyr, the other 
by A. Arthur Dent: ſermons in- 
aced which hage done much good: 
ry meaning is not toadd therunts, 
er teach any other dotlrin, but on» 
[y to renew & renine the memery 
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#f that which they haxe tanght. 
Neither let it trouble thee that 
the principall dimes of this age, 
whome in this treatiſe I followe, 
may ſeeme to bee at difference tn 
greating of repentance.

Againe, Repentance is not 
eucry kind of w ork but a work_ 
of grace ; becautic it can not be 
P1 aCtiſed of any, but of fuch as 
be in the eſtate of grace. Rea- 
{ons. are thele. ]. No man can 
repent, vnleſlc he firſt hate ſin, 
ang loue rizhtcoutnes; & none 
can hate finne,, vnles he be ſan- 
Eifed ; and he that is ſanified 
1s51mttfhcd ; and he that is juſti- 
fied muſt needs h auet tha [fail

makes him bone of his bone, 
and fleſh of his fleſh. Where- 
fore he that repents is iuſtified 
and {antified, and made a me- 
ber of Chriſt by faith. IT. He 
that turnes to God muſt firſt 
of all be turned of God:and at- 
tet that we are turned, then ie 
repent.

Some may obiet, that re> 
xentance goes before alt grace, 
ey it 15 firſt preached. 1 he 
firſt ſermon that cuer was mace 
was of repentance preached 
by God himſelfein Paradiſe to 
our fr{t parents, And cuer 
ſince the ſermons of al the pro- 


phets and Apoltlcs, and of ail 


mthtuli minitters hauc had re- 
pentance for their beginning 
and ſcope. The anſwer hereto 
may be this: If we reſpett the 
order of nature , there be other 
graces of God which goe be- 
fore repentance: becauſe a imis 
confcience muſt in ſome part 
be ſetled touching his recon- 
ciliation with God in Chriſt, 
before he. can beginne to re- 
pent. Wherefore iuſtification 
and fanRification in order 
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of nature go beforerepentance. 
But if wereſpeR time, grace & 
repentance are both togither. 
Sofoone as there is fire.ſo ſoon 
itis hotte:and ſo ſoone asa man 
15 regenerate, ſo ſoone here- 
pents. If we reſpe& the out- 
ward manifeſtation of theſe 
twaine, repentance goes before 
all other graces: becauſe it firlt 
of all appeares outwardly. Re- 


generation is like the ſappe of 
the tree that lies. hid within the 


barke : repentance 1s ike the 
budde that ſpeedily ſhewes it 
ſelfe, before cither bloſlome, 
leafe,or fruit appeare:yea,all 0- 
ther graces of the heart which 
are needefull to faluation , are 
made manifeſt by repentance. 
And for this cauſe Repentance 
(as I take it)is firit preached. 

I adde further , that repen- 
tance riſeth of godly ſorrow 1

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the heart,as Paul teacheth. God , Cop, 
dy ſorrow canſeth repentance unto ,,g, 


[aluation nener to be repented of. 
It is called a godly ſorrow, or a 
forrow according to God, that 
it may be diltinguiſhed from 
worldly ſorrow : which is a 

riefe ariſing of the apprehen- 
Fon of the wrath of God and 
other miſeries; asfearc of men, 
loſle of good name , calamities 
in goods & otherthings, which 
1 this life follow as puniſhmets 
of ſinne: whereas the godly fe» 
row cauſeth griefe for /iune, bee 
care 1t 15 ſimne. And it makes a- 
ny man, in whome itis, to be of 
this diſpoſition and minde, that 
if there were no conſcience to 
accuſe, no deuill to terrifie , no 
wdgetoarraigne & condemne, 
no hell totorment, yet hewold 
be humbled and brought on 
his knees for his ſinnes, becauſe 


he

Again I fay,that repentance 
1s a turning from ſ{inne, becauſe 
it doth not. abolith or chaunge 
theſubſtance of bodice or ule, 
or any of the faculties thereof 
either in whele or in part ; but 
onely reiftie and amend them 
by remoouing the corruption. 
It turnes the {adnes of meclan- 
choly to godly ſorrow , choller 
to good zeale, ſoftneſle of na- 
ture to meeknes of ſpirit , mad- 
nes and hghtneſſe to Chriſtian 
mirth : it reformes euery man 
according to his naturall con 
ſlitution , not aboliſhing it but 
redreſſing the faults of it. 
Further 


The nature andpratiſe 
Further I put downe,that re- 
pentance is a turning from all 
finne to God, that I may ex- 
clude many falſe turnings. The 
firſt , when a man turnes from 
God to ſtnne: as when one of a 
Proteſtant becomes a Papiſt, 
an Arrian, a Familiſt. The ſe- 
cond, when a man turnes from 
one finne to an other. As when 
the riotous perſon leaues his 
prodigalitic, and giues himſelfe 
to the pratiſe of couctouſnes: 
this can be no repentance : be- 
cauſc it is a going from one ex- 
treame to an other, whereas re- 
pentance is to leaue the ex- 
treames and keepe the meane. 
The third is, not whena man 
turnes from finne, but finne 
turnes from him and leaues 
him. As when the drunkard 
leaues drunkennes, becauſe his

fomacke is decaied : the forni- | 
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catourhis vncleannes, becauſe 
the ſtrength of nature failes 
hm:the quarreller his fighting, 
becauſe heis maymed onlegge 
or arme. The laft is, when men 
turne from many ſinnes, but 
will not turne from all. As He- 
rod did many things at the ad- 
uertiſment of Tohn Baptiſt, bue 
could not be brought to leaue 
inceſt , in hauing his brother 
Philips wife. T his repentance 
is nothing. For as he whichis 
truly regenerate, is wholly in 
bode ſoule , and ſpirit regene- 
rate : ſo he which truly repents 
turnes from all finne , & turnes 
wholly to God. 

Nether is this to trouble a- 
ny, that they can not know all 
their ſinnes : for found repen- 
tance for one ſpeciall finne 


brings with it repentance of all

Firſt ofallaman 
mult haue knowledge of foure 
things, namely of the Lawe of 
God,of finne againſtthe lawe, 
of the guilt of ſin inne, and ofthe 
judgement of God againſt fin, 
whichis the cternall wrath of 
{z0d. 

Then in the ſecond place 

mult followe the efpplication 
ofthe former knowledge to a 
mans own perſon by the work 
of the conſcience aſſiſted by the 
holy Ghoſt, which. for that 
cauſe is called the ſpirit of bon- 
' dage : and this application is 
wade ina forme of reafoning, 
caled a praQticall {yllogiline, 
on this manner.

Now this compun&tion,vn- 
leſleitbee delaied by the com- 
forts of the goſpel! , brings me 
to deſperation and to eternall 
damnation.

Firſt, hee muſt have knoweledre 
ofthe goſpel] , and enter into a 
ferious conſideration of the 
mercy of God thereinreuealed. 
Then muſt follow the applica- 
200 of the former knoweledze 
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the conſcience,renewed and 
alhiſted by the ſpirit of adopti- 
on,on this manner: 

Hee that # guiltie of eternall 
death jf he deme himſclfe,ana put 
hs affiance in the death of Chriſt, 
foall hane righteouſues and life c- 
ternall, faith the minde cnligh- 
tened by the knowledge of the 
goſpell: 

But I beeing guiltie of eternal 
death , denie my ſelfe and put all 
mine affiace in the death of Chriſt, 
faith the conſcience renued by 
the ſpirit of adoption: 

Therefore I ſhall haue righte« 
onſneſſe and hfe enerlaſting by 
Chriſt. 

Thirdly after this applicatio 
there foliowes zoy and ſorrowe: 
toy , becauſe a mans finnes are 
pardoned in Chriſt: ſorrowe, 
becauſe a man by his ſins hath 


dilpleaſed lim which hath bio 
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fo louing and mercifulla God 
ynto him. 

Laſtly after this godly for- 
rowe followes Repent.nce, cal- 
led a Tranſmentatiom or tur- 
ving of the minde , wherebya 
man determines and reſolues

CHAP. IV. 
Of the partes of Repens 
tance. 
R Epentance hath two partes? 

Mortification , and Riſing 
toneweneſle of life. 

Moriuficati6is the firſt part 
of Repentance which concerns 
turning. from ſinne. 

Men turne from {inne, whe 
they doe not onely abſtaine fro 
aftuall ſinne , but alſo vſe all 
meanes wherby they may both 
weakenand ſuppreſle the cor- 
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cuption'of nature. Chirurgions 


whethey muſt cut off any part 


of the bodie, vſe tolay plaiſters 
toitto mortific it; that beeing 
without ſenſe & feeling it may 
be cut oft with leſſe paine . In 
the ſame manner,weeare to vie 
all helpes and remediespreſcri- 
bed in the word, which ſ{erue to 
weaken or kill fin,that in death 

it may be aboliſhed. 
And it muſt not ſeeme 
{trange that I ſay wee mult vſe 
meanes to mottifie our owne 
{innes.For howeſocuer, by na- 
ture we can not docany thing 
Ai a- acceptableto God, yet becing 
am. quickened and mooued by the 
E holy Ghoſt,we ſtir and moouc 
our clues to doe thet which is 
truely good. Andtherefore re- 


pentant ſinners haue grace in

Mortthcation hath three 
partes. A purpoſe in minde, an

then by the effect.

Extraordinarie repentance 
is the ſame in nature with the 
former:it differs only from it in 
degree and meaſure of grace. 

Andthisisto be putim pra- 
cile, when men fall into any 
enormous,capitall,or grieuous 
offences;whereby they do very 
gricuouſly wound their owne 
cone 
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conſciences, and giue great of- 
fence to the Church. Of this 
ſort was the repentance of Ve- 
ter, when he went forth & wept 
bitterly : and Dauids repen- 
tance, after that he had com- 
mitted adulterie and murdered 
Vrah.

and torment as euer he was. 
Fhis conſideration may ſeruec 
as anyronſcourgetodriuemen 
from their wicked hues. Chry- 
foltome would haue men in 
their meetings in tauernes and 
feaſts, to talke of hell, that by 
by often thinking on it, the 

might auoidit. A grauc & chaft 
matrone, beeins mooned to 
commit folly with a lewde ruf- 
fan; after long diſcourſe , ſhee 
called for a panne of burning 
coales, requeſting himfor her 
fake to holde his finger in them 
but one honre; he anſwered, 
that it was an ynkinde requeſt; 
to whome ſherephed, that fee- 
ing he would not hold fo much 
as onefinger in a few coales for 
one 
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one ſmall houre, ſhe could not 
yeeld to do the thing for which 
ſhe ſhould be tormented bodie 
and ſoule in hell fire for euer. 
And fo ſhould all men reaſon 
with themſclues, when they are 
about to finne. None will be 
brought to doe a thing, that 
may make ſo much as their fin- 
A] per or tooth to ake: if a man be 
ut to ſnuffe a candle , he will 
firſt ſpit on his finger , becauſe 
he can not abide tne heat of a 
ſmall and tender flame. T here- 
fore we onght to haue great 
care to leaue our {innes, where- 
by we bring endleſle torment 
to bodice and ſoule in hell fire, 
to which our fare is but yce in 
compariſon. 
CHAP. IX 

Of motmmes Enangelicall. 

Vangelicall "7 TE are

to'vie all meanes whereby he 
might auoide that diſcafe. So 
likewiſe , ſeetris nothing could 
cure the deadly wound of our 
ſinne;Þut a plaiſter thade ofthe 
heart blood of Chriſt: it muſt 
make vs acknowledge our piti- 
fult eMſe; andthe haincuſnes of 
thelcaſt ofour i nne$and ſtirre 
vs 'vÞ'to nexwnes of life. 
eaitte,confidering the end 
of the redemption wrought by 
Chriſt}, was to dehiner vs : from 
our evil conuerſation in ſinne

It is one of the moſt erieuous 
wdgements thatis,if it be finall, 
For as a hickeman,then is moſt 
ſicke, when he feeles the leaſt 
ficknes, and ſaith he 1s well : fo 
miſerable man 1s 10 molt miſe« 
rie when he fecles no miſerie , 
and thinkcs himſelfc in good ce» 
ſtate. 

This finne befalls them that 
wdge theſelues righteous , nee« 
ding no repentance. As the 
Phari/es in the daies of Chriſt, 
the Cathariſis inthe Primitine 
Church , and the e fnabaprifts 
in our age. Adde ynto theſe; 
ſuch as haue hardened their 
hearts : ſo as they can not dif- 
cerne betweene good and euil 3 
nor 
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nor tremble at Gods iudge- 
ments, but rather fret and rage 
againſt them: till God in his 
wrath either deſtroy them , or 
caſt them to finall deſpaire. As 
it befecll Tulian the Apoſtata, 
who dicd blaſpheming & caſt- 
ing his own blood into the aire, 

Betweene the two extreames 
Repentance and Impenitencie, 
5 placed ans repcn- 
tance. For the wicked nature of 
man. can diſſemble and coun- 
terfait Gods grace. As the 
Lord complaines of the Tewes: 
Her rebelious ſiſter 7udah, hath 
nor reterned v1to me with her 
whole heart,bat fainedly ſaith the 
Lora.Jler.3.10. 

Counterfait repentance, is 
either Cercmoniall, or Deſpe- 
rate.

Men that are dimme figh- 
ted and can not diſcerne with- 
out ſpeRacles, if they be ſetto |

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moſt of the would be of diners 
opinions of it . And men in- 
Iizhtened and regeneratein this 
life do but lee 4s #72 4 g/aſſe dark- 
ly. Againe, this mult teach all 
{tudents of diuinitie often to 
ſulpe& themlclues in their op1- 
nions and defences: ſeeing in 
them that are of ſoundeſt judg- 
ment the light of their vnder- 
{tanding is mixed with darke+ 
neſle of? 12norance. And they 
can in many points ſce but as 
the man in the Gofpell, who 
when our Sauiour Chriſt-had 
in part opened his eyes, ſawe 
men walking , not asmen, #*t 
in forme of trees. Alfo this muſt 
teach all that read the ſcriptures 
to innocate and call ypon the 
nameof God,thathe would in- 
hghten them by his ſpirit, & a- 
bolſhthemiſt of natural blind- 
mes. The Prophet Dauid was 
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worthily enlightened with the 
knowledge of Gods word fo as 
he excelled the ancient and his F 
owne teachers in wiſdome : yet 
becing priuic to I1mſelfe tou- | 
ching his owne blindnes , often | 
praleth in the pſalmes, /»4ghten | 
wy eyes that [may v:d:rſland the 
wonders of thy l:w. 

By reaſon of this ight,when 
naturall bundnes preuailes, the 
child of God truly inlightened 
with knowledge to life cuerla- 
ſting, may erre not onely in 
hghter points , but even inthe 
very foundation of relivion , as 
the Corinthians and the Gala- 
tians did. And as one man may 
erre, ſo an hundred men may 
allo :. yea a whole particular 
Church; and as one Church 
may erre, ſo an hundred more 
may. For mm reſpec of this c6- 


bat, the eltate and condition " 
all þ 
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all menis alike. Whence it ap- 
peares that the Church mili- 
tant vpon earth 15 ſubie@ to er- 
rour. But yet as the diſeaſes of 
the bodice be of two ſorts: fome 
cnrable , and fome incurable 
whichare to death; ſolkewiſe 
errours are. And the Church 
thoughit be ſubie& to ſundrie 
falls, yetit can-not erre in foun- 
dation to death : the errours of 
Gods childrebe curable. Some 
may here ſay, 'If all men and 
Churches be ſubicR to errour, 
the it ſhal not be good to toyne 
with any of them , but tofepa- 
rate from them all . I anfwer, 
thoughthey may and doe erre, 
yet we mult not ſeparate from 
them, ſo long as they doe not 
ſeparate from Chrilt. 

The fecond combate in the 
mind, is betweene faith and vn- 
belecfe.

5 inocencie. Yea, this defpaire 
may be ſo extreame, thatit ſhall 
weaken the bodie & conſume 
it, more then any ſickneſle. No 
man 1s to thinke this ſtraunge 
in the child of god. Forthough 
he defpaire of his eleQion and 
faluation in Chriſt , yet his.de- 
eration 15 neither totall nor

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ſuch is the other. There is in e- 
ucry man the ſubſtance of bo= 
dic and ſoule, this cannot bee 
{inne , for then the ſpirit alſo 
ſhould be the ſubſtance of mi. 
There is alſo in the ſubſtance 
the faculties of bodie & ſoule: 
and they can not be finne, for 
then euery man ſhould haue 
loſt the faculties of his ſouleby 
Adams fall. Laſtly in the facul- 
culties there is a contagion or 
corruption which carricth the 
againſt the Iaw:and that is pro- 
perly {inne and the Ach which 
3s contrarie to the ſpirit. 

The tourth point is, touch- 
ing the perſonsin whome this 
combate is. Paul ſhewes who 
they are,when he ſaith, So hat 

e cannot,ec. where it appeares 
that ſuch as hane this combate 
in them muſt be as the Galati- 


ans, meniuſtified and _ 
ed: 
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ed:andyet not allſuch,but one- 
ly they that bee of yeares : for 
the infants of the faithful, how- 
ſocuer wee mult repute them 
tobelong to the kingdome of 
heauen, and therefore to bee 
wſtified and fanRihed : yet be» 
cauſe they doe not commit a= 
uall ſinne, they want this c6- 
bate ofthe fleſh &ſpirit,which 
Ntandes in ation. As for thoſe 
which bee vnregenerate, they 
neuer felt this fight . If any fa 

that the worſt mi inthe world, 
whenhe is about to commit a- 
ny ſinne, hath a ſtrife and fight 
in him. Tt is true indeed:but that 
is another kinde of combate , 
which is betweene the conſci- 
ence andthe heart. The conſci- 
ence on the one part terrifying 
the man for ſinne: the will and 
the aftetions haling and pul- 
ling him thereunto : the will 
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and the affeions wiſhing and 
deficing that finne wereno Fn, 
and Gods commandement a- 
boliſhed: whereas contrariwiſe 
the conſcience with a ſhrill 
voice proclaimes {inne to bee 
finne. This fight was in Pilate, 
who by the force of his conſci- 
encefeared to condene Chriſt: 
and yet was willing, & yeelded 
to condemne him that hee 
might pleaſethe people. 
Furthermore , this combate 
15inthe regenerate but during 
the time of this life. For they 
which are perfeQtly ſanGified 
feele no (trife . If any ſhall fay, 
that this combate was in Chrift 
when he ſaid, Father if it bethy 
will let this cup paſſe from me, yet 
not my will but thine he done. In- 
deede hereis a combate, but of 
another ſort ; namely the fight 
ef two diuers' deſires : the one 
was 


the fleſh and ſpirit, 141 
was a defire to doe his fathers 
wil in ſuffering the death of the 
croſle; the other a naturall de- 
fire (which was no finne but a 
meere infirmitie of humane na= 
ture) whereby hee in his man- 
hood defires(asthe manner of 
nature isto ſeeke the preſcrua- 
tion of it ſelfe)to haue the cur- 
ſed death of the croſle remoo- 
| ucdfromhim. 
| The fifthpoint istheeffe&t 
of this combate , which is to 
| make the man regenerate, that

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to doe that which 1 world, In this 
point the godly man is like 3 
priſoner that ;s gotten forth of 
tie gayle, and that he might e- 
{ſcape the hand of the keeper, 
defires and ſtrives with all his 
heart 
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heart to runne an 100 miles in 
a day; but becauſe he hath ſtrait 
& weaker bolts on his legges, 
can not for his life creepe paſt 
a mile or twaine, and that with 
chafing his fleſh and tormen- 
ting himſelfe. So the ſeruants of 
God doe heartily deſire , and 
endeauour to obey God. in all 
his commandements:as it is ſaid 
of King Ioſtas,that he trrned to 
god ob all h:s heart , with all his 


2. king. ſoule,with all his might, according 
23.25. to all the [awes of © CHMoſes, & c. 


yet becauſe they are clogged 
with the bolts of the fleſh, they 
performe obedi&ce both low- 
ly and weakly, with divers lips 
and falls. 

Thus much of the combat : 
now let vs ſee what vſc may be 
made of it. 

Firſt of all by it we learne 
what is the eſtate of a Chriſtian 
imnan 
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manin thislife. A Chriſtian is 
not one that is free from all euill 
cogitations, from rebellious in- 
clinations and motions of will 
and affetions, from all manner 
of ſlips in his life and conuerſa- 
tion: forſuch an oneis a mcere 
deuiſe of mans braine, and not 
to be found vpon earth. But 
indeede he is the found Chri- 
ftian that feeling himſelfe laden 
with the corruptions of his vile 
and rebellious nature, bewaliles 
them from his heart, and with 
might and maine fights againſt 
them by the grace of Gods ſpi- 
rit. Againe here is ouerthrown 
the popiſh opinion of merite 
and wſlification by workes of 
grace, on this manner, Such 
as the cauſe of workes is ſuch 
are workes themſelues. The 
cauſe of workes in man, is the 
minde, will , and affe&ions 
ſan- 
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ſanAified: in which, the fleſh & 
the ſpirit are mixt togither zas 
hath bin ſhewed before. Ther- 
fore workes of grace , euen the 
beſt of them are mixt workes, 
partly holy and partly f1 {1nfull, 
Whereby it is euident to a man 
that hath but common ſenſe, 
that they are not anſwerable to 
the riohteouſnes of thelaw:and 
that therefore they can neither 
merit hfe, or any wav inft;fiea 
man bieted If any rephie, 
that good works are the works 
of Gods ſpirit, & for that cauſe 
perfectly righteous. I anſwer, it 
struc indeed ,they come from 
the holy Ghoſt that can not 
finne, but not onely or imme- 
diatly. "Bar they comeailo from 
the corrupt minde and will of 
man,and in that refpeQ becom 
finnefull; as ſweete waiter ifſu- 
ng out of a pure fountaine, is 
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by a filthie channell madecor- 
rupt. 

Thirdly, wedo hence learne 
that concupiſcence or original] 
ſinne 1s properly and indeede 
fnneafter baptiſme, though it 
pleaſe the councill of Trent to 
decrce otherwiſe. For after bap- 
tifſmit is flat contrarie to the ſpi- 
rit,and rebels azainſt1t. Papiſts 
obic(t that it 15 taken away by 
baptiſme. :-74/. Originallſinne 
or the fleſhis taken awavinthe 
rezenerate thus, In it there be 
three things; the guilt, the pu- 
niſhment , the corruption : the 
fin{ttwo arc quite abohihed by 
the merit of Chrifts death in 
baptiſme : the third, that 3s, the 
corruption remaines ft:}] : but 
marke in what manner: it re- 
maines weakned,it remains not 
imputed to the perſon of the 
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Laſtly hereby we are taught 

to be watchfull in praier, Watch 
and pray({.uth Chrilt)ec.for the 
it ts readie, but the fleſh 
weake, Rebecca, when two 
twinnes ſtroue in her wombe 
was troubled and ſaid, Why am 
I fo ? wherefore ſhee went to 
askethe Lord, namely by ſome 
Prophet.So when we feele this 
inward fight, the beſt thing is 
to have recourſe to God by 
praicr,and to his word, that the 
ſpirit may be ſtrengthened a- 
gainſt the fleſh. Asthe children 
of Iſrael by compaſling the ci- 
tie of Ierico ſcuen dajes,and by 
ſounding rammes hornes oner- 
turned the walls thereof: ſo by 
ſerious innocation of Gods | 
name the ſpirit is confirmed, & | 
the turrets and towers of the 
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
